the fairways was the largest cause 
of the increase in grounds main¬ 
tenance from $714 in 1962 to $2109 
last year, and accounts for most 
of the abnormal spending during 
1962. Coupled with this was a de¬ 
crease of 60 to 70 members last 
year. This was described as a 
“levelling off" situation in which 
some members who were never 
active golfers but paid dues to 
assist the club in earlier years, 
were lost as were some who moved 
from town and others who made 
up the normal drop-out. 

Succeeding Ray Wellman as club 
president for 1963 is R. C. R. 
Munro who has as vice-president, 
J. V. Christensen and Harvey 
Robertson as 2nd vice-president. 
Norm Pettie is once again grounds 
chairman while other executive 
members are Dick Hammer, Claire 
Schneider and Ron Buehler. 


At a special general meeting 
last spring approval was given for 
the watering project and in his 
report Norm Pettie outlined the 
purchase of the irrigation sprink¬ 
ler system and tractor and use of 
the pump through which 14,000,000 
gallons of water were sprayed on 
fairways during the season. Even 
considering the poor quality of. 
water in the club’s well and ex¬ 
pense of the operation it was un¬ 
animously agreed that the fairways 
were saved from further deterior¬ 
ation from the drought of last 
year and are in respectable con¬ 
dition for the start of play this 
spring. An answer to the water 
situation may be found in the new 
supply being piped to the towr 
of Vulcan from the Little Bow. 
Council is sympathetic to the 
needs of the club and it is hoped 
an agreement may be reached this 
year to purchase raw water for 
the course from this source. 

Ray Wellman covered events of 
the club during his year as pre¬ 
sident and expressed the need for 
a revision in tournament interest 
locally among golfers and a pro¬ 
gram to assist junior golfers. This 
could begin with a junior golfers’ 
clinic during April and May, he 
felt. 

The services of an outside Pro 
for golfers was discussed and will 
be investigated. Other assistance 
on this matter may be obtained 
from the Alberta Golf Association. 

The major part played by the 
Ladies’ Club in their work through 
the summer and by various money 
raising projects was acknowledged 
and it is hoped to halve closer ties 
between the two executives to as¬ 
sist in combined planning of tour¬ 
neys, etc. 

The appointment of a member¬ 
ship committee and the good pos¬ 
sibility of much improved fairways 
this year is expected to help in 
an increased membership for tlhe 
new season.

(Continued From Front Page) 
their complete rebuilding they 
could now be considered as good as 
any on the continent. The shortage 
of pot-hole fish last year has been 
rectified, he said, and this year an 
ample supply of yearling trout 
will be available. He noted most 
of the young fish are reared at 
the hatchery of the Calgary 
Breweries. 

The history or tne Calgary Hook 
and Hackle Club, a fly-tieing group 
of fishermen, was reviewed from 
its Inception In 1954 to its present 
98-member standing by its past- 
president Orville Griffith of Cal¬ 
gary, Acting under the motto, ‘‘Bet¬ 
ter Fishermen for Better Fishing,” 
the Club has taken creel censuses 
for four years and helped biologists 
in their surveys of fish problems 
in streams and lakes. Fly fisher¬ 
men take pleasure in the art of 
this type of fishing rather than In 
the sole taking of fish and the 
speaker felt with the tremendous 
increase of pressure on streams 
and lakes, more emphasis should 
be put on the sport involved than 
with the taking of fish. He said 
many fishermen are not aware 
that fish can be caught and re¬ 
leased without harm to them. 

Bill Holton spoke of Fish & 
Game activities during his last 
year as president and felt that 
fishing had gone from bad to 
worse. 3,875,435 fish were planted 
in 1962 at an expense of $33,603 44 
but there was revenue of $100,000 
in fishing licences sold in the pro¬ 
vince, giving justification for the 
planting of more fish. 

The increase or predators, both 
locally and in the province was 
noted by Mr. Holton who said 
there was a drop provincially of 
7,300 pairs of magpie and crow 
feet last year. The Vulcan Fish & 
Game group will offer an extra 
dollar for each 100 pair of feet

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Laundering The Latest Fabrics 

Did you lose the label containing 
laundering instructions for that 
new garment or household article? 
It’s always wise to file all labels 
in a place where they can be lo¬ 
cated easily. Those labels have a 
wealth, of information on them 
Well, if you've lost yours, this 
article is for you. 

Foam Laminates 

Foam laminates should present 
no special problem to home laund¬ 
ering and will survive any washing 
cycle recommended for its fabric 
partner. That is, the treatment of 
loam laminates is dependent on 
the type of fabric the foam is 
laminated to. Since the foam back¬ 
ing does not shrink, it is impor¬ 
tant that the fabric itself be stabi¬ 
lized prior to lamihation. Urethane 
foam itself has no affinity to soil 
or dirt and can be cleaned with 
soap and water. When machine 
laundering, use setting for synthe¬ 
tic fabrics. Avoid chlorine bleach. 
Drying time may be longer than 
the simple fabric due to its insula¬ 
ting quality. Requires no ironing, 
but may be touched up with a 
warm iron, if desired. 

Should your laminated garment 
be made of wool, it would be ad¬ 
visable to dry clean. 

Glass Fibres 

Do you know how to care for 
your fibre glass draperies? Do not 
dry clean. Hand wash. Draperies 
should be hand washed in mild 
suds and lukewarm water, squeez¬ 
ing gently. Rinse and press out 
excess water. Smooth out seams 
and hems. Dry or tumble dry at 
a low temperature setting. Do not 
iron. 

Synthetic Stretch Fabrics 

These fabrics are used in the 
manufacture of bathing suits and 
foundation garments. Soiled areas 
should be pretreated with a paste 
of detergent and water. Garments 
may be hand or machine washed 
in warm water. Drip dry or tum¬ 
ble dry at a low temperature set¬ 
ting. No ironing is required. If 
bleaching is required, bleach with 
a sodium perborate — not a 
chlorine bleach. 

If you have a fabric of which 
you’re not sure about its launder¬ 
ing care, write or phone your Dis¬ 
trict Home Economist.

HUNGER: DISEASE OF MILLIONS 
Theme For 1963 


These children are sipping 
“atole”, a hot drink that is com¬ 
mon fare to most rural com¬ 
munities throughout Central 
America. The typical atole Is 
mainly a mixture of com, a 
staple of the area, and boiling 
water. It is easy to prepare, 
and what's more, the people 
drink it daily, and with gusto. 

Unfortunately, with corn a« 
its chief ingredient, it is a drink 
with little nutritive value. Not 
so however, is the atole the 
children in this photo are gulp¬ 
ing, and, to the evident joy of 
their mother and a nutritionist, 
liking so well. The children's 
glassfuls have been enriched 
with nourishing protein, a food 
element needed badly for their 


good health, but until recently 
generally lacking in their diet. 

What transformed the old nu¬ 
trition - less atole into the new 
nourishing atole was a pale 
yellow flour called Incaparina. 

Used instead of the corn, Inca¬ 
parina puts into the children's 
glasses as much protein and vi¬ 
tamin A content as there would 
be in glasses of fresh milk. 

Not only is Incaparina a 
highly nutritive diet supplement, 
but — more important — it is 
a low-costing one. Its devel¬ 
opers, the Institute of Nutrition 
of Central America and Panama 
in Guatemala City worked hard 
and long to turn out a product 
the average rural housewife 
could afford.

17 children who were under 10 
years of age. This was the same 
death toll he noted, as that in the 
Lamont School Bus Disaster.” 

Parents couldn’t prevent the 
school bus accident but they can 
prevent children from being killed 
by tractors," he said, adding, 
"There is no need for any child 
under 10 years of age to be riding 
on a tractor or even to be near 
a tractor when its engine is runn¬ 
ing.” 

In addition to this toll, 24 of 
those killed by tractors in the past 
five years were oiver 10 but under 
20 years. Last year, six children 
between 10 and 16 years were 
killed while only three between 16 
and 20 were killed. 

“It is beyond dispute,” Mr. Steph- 
anson said, "that many precious 
lives could be saved and many in¬ 
juries prevented if no child under 
16 was allowed to drive or even 
ride a tractor.” 

Even among older persons, he 
added, many deaths could be pre¬ 
vented if operators realized that 
many of the features making 
tractors powerful and practical 
also make them somewhat danger¬ 
ous to drive. In the past five years, 
77 Alberta farmers over the age 
of 20 have died in tractor accidents.
